The Delegation met in Division 1 on Wednesday, January 14, 1959. 
Chairman Angus presiding.

The Chair asked for nominations for chairman.

The members toured the buildings and special consideration was given 
the improvements made therein during the past year. These improve- 
ments under the supervision of the County Commissioners and Superin- 
tendent and Mrs. Ahern were highly complimented by the Delegation. 

At 12:30 a delicious dinner was served the Delegation, County officials, 
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office staff and guests. The Blessing was given by Mr. Bascom. Between 
courses Chairman Read called upon former Commissioner Fred Perry 
of Charlestown, Dr. Stearns, attending physician for the County Hospital 
and Treasurer Merton J. Sargent, who has served as County Treasurer 
for twenty-five years. These three gentlemen made appropriate comments 
on improvements made in recent months. A rising vote of thanks was 
accorded the Aherns for the dinner. A copy of ““The Chronicle’ a mimeo- 
graphed newspaper for residents at the Home, was given each member. 
This new innovation is to be highly commended. 


Following the dinner the group went to the Chapel Room for the 
business session. Chairman Martha Frizzell called on Chairman Read 
for a brief explanation of the budget as prepared by the Commissioners. 


The Convention went into Executive Session and Chairman Frizzell 
turned the meeting over to Sam Nahil, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee.

The Executive meeting being concluded the Commissioners returned 
to the meeting.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


An examination was made of all orders issued by the Commissioners 
and Clerk of Superior Court during the periods under review. Supporting 
invoices and payrolls were likewise examined and the classification of 
expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 
31, 1958, is indicated in Exhibit F-2. 


CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Superior Court 
of Sullivan County were examined. Court receipts were checked by 
source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court 
orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and pay- 
rolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY HOME 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County Home 
were examined, Receipts of the Home were checked by source through 
the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, 
were properly accounted for by the Superintendent through remittances 
made to the County Treasurer. 

Classified summary statements of receipts and expenditures of the 
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County Institution for the years 1957 and 1958 are presented in Exhibits 
G-1 and G-2, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Overdraft of Appropriations: 
It is noted that in each of the years 1957 and 1958, there were net 


overdrafts of appropriations amounting to $21,527.17 and $19,711.35, 
respectively (Exhibits D-1 and D-2). 

Included in the 1957 overdraft of $21,527.17 was an overdraft on 
account of Superior Court expenditures amounting to $4,531.22, leaving 
a net overdraft of budgetary appropriations over which the County 
Commissioners have control of $16,995.95. 

Included in the 1958 overdraft of $19,711.35 was an overdraft on 
account of Superior Court expenditures of $1,288.34, resulting in a net 
overdraft of budgetary appropriations over which the Commissioners 
exercise control of $18,423.01. 

In this connection attention is called to Chapter 24, Section 15, of the 
Revised Statutes Annotated, which provides as follows: 

“Exceeding Appropriations, No county commissioner shall pay, or 
agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment of, any sum of 
money for which the county convention has made no appropriation, or 
in excess of any appropriation so made except for the payment of judg- 
ments rendered against the county. In the case of an emergency, how- 
ever, county commissioners may apply to the executive committee, 
which, after a public hearing, may grant to the county commissioners 
authority in writing to make such emergency payment. Whenever it 
appears that the amount appropriated for a specific purpose will not be 
used in whole or in part for such purpose, the county commissioners 
may use such sum to augment other appropriations, if necessary, pro- 
vided the total payments for all purposes do not exceed the total sum of 
appropriations in any year made by the county convention.”’ 

Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it necessary to 
exceed the total amount of budgetary appropriations, application should be 
made by the County Commissioners to the Executive Committee of the 
County convention for authority to make such emergency expenditures, 
in accordance with the provisions of the law as quoted herein. 
Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, 
a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and recommendations 
(letter of transmittal) should be published in the next annual report of 
the County. This letter of transmittal should be included in its entirety 
but the publication of Exhibits is optional.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Sullivan County: 

In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith present the Annual Report 
of the County Commissioners, County Attorney, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, Physician, County Agent and the County Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1959. 

The Commissioners feel that with the cooperation of the Delegation 
and the efficiency of our Staff the County has experienced a year of 
accomplishments, inasmuch as we have been able to pay all bills and 
bring the patient load in the hospital up to capacity. This year we have 
remodeled the Men’s ward by removing partitions, building in a small 
diet kitchen and a nurse’s station equipped with a medicine cabinet. The 
improvement makes it much more comfortable and pleasant for the 
patients and the nurses are able to render better care for the old people. 
A new stainless steel steam table and serving table have been purchased 
and installed in the large diet kitchen. The cement porch and walks 
at the north end of the hospital have been patched, but mostly renewed. 
The county was able to purchase a new generator (Government Surplus) 
and installed it in the basement of the hospital. This unit will take care 
of lighting and cooking if for any reason the electric power should fail. 
Another problem this year was the main water line. The pipe developed 
leaks and reduced the pressure. There were several long sections that 
had to be dug up and repaired, However, it is now in good condition. 
The third floor in the Superintendent’s quarters has been finished for the 
nursing staff. There are thirteen rooms completed. We also added a 
fire escape to this floor. 

Again the County has been fortunate in having competent personnel 
operating the farm, It has been a good year for farm crops. We had 
an excellent garden with vegetables enough in storage to last until the 
1960 season. The corn and potato crops were good. We reduced the 


23 


acreage due to the fact that we have had very few prisoners. All the 
beef and pork we needed was produced on the farm. 

It has been necessary to make some changes in the rooms occupied 
by the help. As usual we have had the continual repair of water and 
steam pipes in the buildings. There have been roofs repaired, painting 
done and a start made on landscaping the grounds. 

The relief load off the farm this year has been somewhat lighter than 
last year. It is due in part to more jobs available and the State Welfare 
Department taking some of our cases. Soldiers’ aid doesn’t change very 
much. We do not anticipate very much change in welfare costs for 1960. 

The number of children that the County is caring for becomes larger 
every year and the cost per child is higher, but the Commissioners 
believe that these youngsters are in aes homes and receiving the best 
of care and training. 

The Commissioners would be remiss in their report if they did not 
express their gratitude to the Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. 
Omer Ahern, for their untiring service and the excellent manner in 
which they have performed their duties the past year. We also wish to 
thank the County Officials, Chaplains, Physician, Office staff, all em- 
ployees, County Delegation, County Agent, County Forester, Home Demon- 
stration Agent and all Organizations, Clubs or individuals who have, in 
any way, shared their blessings with less fortunate people. 

We wish to extend a cordial invitation to each resident of Sullivan 
County to visit the Institution and become better informed as to how 
their tax dollar is expended.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Sullivan County Home Claremont January 1, 1960 
To the Commissioners of Sullivan County 


Gentlemen: 


Although the accomplishments of the past year belong to the past we 
must record both the failures and successes as we look forward to a 
great year ahead. 

Ever mindful of productivity we are forever searching out and devising 
better ways and methods to provide comfort with economy for both 
patients and county personnel, Keeping this in mind great strides have 
been made in utilizing the present space in the Administration Building 
by transposing wasted space into eleven additional spacious rooms that 
are being used as nurses’ quarters. 

As soon as the nurses were settled it was then possible to start 
renovations on the male floor. Partitions were removed; electrical outlets 
were installed; and the rooms were painted in attractive pastel shades. 
All possible space was utilized and what was once a stairway became a 
nurses’ station and a drug room. Part of the waiting room was used 
to construct a small ward kitchen. 

A new generator room was added to the Nursing Home as we were 
fortunate to have purchased an electrical generator through government 
surplus. This generator will furnish emergency lighting in the Nursing 
Home. 

Our Home is now filled to capacity. Because it was evident that 
our patients would benefit from Physical Therapy, we acquired the 
services of a Physical Therapist who works closely with the doctor and 
our nursing staff. The results have been most satisfying. 

We have also been participating in an Occupational Therapy Program 
sponsored by the Spaulding Trust Fund, This has proved worthwhile and 
has resulted in the organization of the Sullivan County Home Auxiliary. 
This consists of a group of people from Sullivan County who render 
their services in the interest of our patients. 

Our vegetable garden yielded an abundant supply of vegetables which 
enabled us not only to serve fresh vegetables but also to store some in 
our root cellar and to freeze the rest. Our beef consumption was heavy 
this year due to the increase in patients. We are continuing to raise our 
own beef and pork and are curing our hams and bacon. 

We have had the usual repairs on the buildings this past year. It 
was necessary to make major repairs to our water line. A hose house 
centrally located has been constructed. . 

It would be almost impossible to mention the individuals, groups, and 
organizations who have been so kind and generous. Sullivan County.-can 
be justly proud.of the work accomplished by them. Through their: efforts 
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we have been given televisions, radios, victrolas, wheel chairs, walkers, 
and many other pieces of equipment. We appreciate all that has been 
done for us. 

At this time we want to thank the County Commissioners for their 
splendid cooperation and assistance. They have given a great deal of 
their valuable time and it is appreciated. To Dr, Carl Stearns for his 
kindness and understanding; to Father Maurice Lacroix for his spiritual 
assistance; to all members of the clergy of various faiths for their 
spiritual assistance; to Sheriff McCusker and his department for their 
loyal cooperation; to County Attorney George Zopf for his assistance; and 
to all other county personnel we say, ““Thank you.” 

We also want to thank our employees for their loyal support. 

Our work for the coming year has been cut out for us and without 
the continued assistance of those mentioned herein we cannot succeed. 
Let us strive to further carry out our objectives by giving our patients 
and inmates a happy home in which to live; something to do; and prove 
to them that someone cares.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 


January 28, 1960 
The Commissioners of Sullivan County 
Newport, New Hampshire 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as County Attorney for the year 1959. 


In the field of criminal law we experienced in the County about the 
same amount of crime as in any year of the past decade, As usual 
crimes against property such as larceny and burglary far outnumbered 
crimes against the person, although we did have our fair share of crimes 
of this latter type. Our most notable achievement in the enforcement 
field was the solving of the slaying of 14 year old Loring Spalding whose 
badly decomposed body was found in a field in Meriden on June 13, 1959. 
After five days of intensive investigation, in which local police, state 
police and the Sullivan County Sheriff’s office participated, we finally 
apprehended the culprit—a juvenile—and in due course disposed of this 
case in our Superior Court. 


In approxiately twenty felony cases the accuseds waived indictment 
by grand jury and were brought before the Superior Court for disposition 
and sentencing. As in past years our four Municipal Courts handled many 
hundreds of misdemeanors, Your County Attorney appeared for the State 
and prosecuted all criminal cases in our Sullivan County Superior Court 
and also all cases in the Municipal Courts of the County wherein the 
respondent entered a plea of not guilty and was represented by counsel. 


More and more time each year seems to be spent in consulting with 
persons on so-called non-support cases. This type of case wherein it is 
sought to compel a father or husband to fulfill his obligation of support 
to his wife and children is on the increase and poses many knotty prob- 
lems, not only to your County Attorney but also to the State Department 
of Public Welfare, your County Commissioners, and the overseers of the 
poor in the various towns. 

Iam happy to report that crime has been kept under control through- 
out the County, that there are presently no unsolved crimes, and that 
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during 1959, as in past years, we successfully met our many and varied 
problems. 


The County Attorney has no assistants and can function efficiently 
and successfully only with the cooperation and assistance of others. My 
office did function well and effectively in 1959, and for this I am indebted 
to the local Police Departments, the State Police, representatives of the 
New Hampshire Motor Vehicle Department and New Hampshire Probation 
Department covering Sullivan County, and to our dedicated Sheriff, James 
F, McCusker, and his fine staff of deputies.
